crying out for tougher entry standards 
but few would have predicted that offi- 
cialdom had a cunning plan stored in a 
Whitehall filing cabinet just waiting to 
be slipped out when, conveniently and 
logically, attention had been directed elsewhere. 

But don’t be misled into thinking that this secret weapon is 


_ targeting the substandard operator. Far from it. The time 
_ bomb in question is lodged in the very foundations of the 


industry ready for imminent detonation with potentially dis- 
astrous results. 

Someone, somewhere has failed to realise that PSV operators 
need a steady drip feed of new drivers. When this tap is turned 
off the system stops — no drivers, no coaches or buses. In 
some areas — London in particular — a driver shortage crisis 
looms. As the economy recovers, staff turnover rates multiply 
and CBW learns that the major London bus companies face a 
constant turnover of between 30 and 50 per cent. 

Bus driving in the capital is less attractive when there are oth- 
er jobs on offer. Wages have been held down to keep tender 
bids competitive and unsocial hours forced on drivers by the 
London Transport Buses insistence that buses run to a master- 
plan rather than necessarily when passengers actually want 


| them. Consequently some operators have resorted to recruit- 


ment in distant places like Gateshead and Blackburn. It’s a 


| bizarre situation which just about holds the network together 


where companies have their own delegated driving examiners 
who can put potential drivers through the new theory test and 
get a result on the same day. 

For others it is less than easy. 

Since 1 July the theory test has to come before the practical 
driving test but it takes 14 days to book and 10 days to get a 


result. However, most people give up and find alternative work 


before training actually starts. Consequently independent dri- 
ving schools could be put out of business and smaller operators 
find themselves simply unable to recruit — 
London could be the first place to be 


brought to a stop. 
The industry must speak out now and con- 
| vince the DSA and bus minister Glenda Jack- 
son that the situation must be reversed — 
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—— and reversed fast — otherwise we are head- 
ing for a major problem.

Blundred bows oui 
of UK bus market 


STAGECOACH announced the acquisi- 
tion of Harry Blundred’s Oxford Tran- 
sit, Docklands Transit, and part of Tran- 
sit Australia on the same day as its 
annual results. 

The near-£12 million deal brings into 
the group the 180 buses at Oxford and 


48 in Docklands, which combined had a 
turnover of £14.8 million in 1996/97, 
but lost £0.2 million. The £3.7 million 
paid to Transit Australia acquires £1.9 
million in assets for a business which 
turned over around £3 million for a £0.4 
million profit. 

The deal brought congratulations 
from a surprising quarter - Go-Ahead 
Group md Martin Ballinger, whose 
Oxford Bus Company is in direct com- 
petition with Thames Transit. 

“I am delighted,” he said. “Stage- 
coach will have a very professional 
approach to public transport in Oxford, 
and the local community will benefit 
considerably. 

“We have seen a substantial and 
unpopular bus war between Thames 
Transit and ourselves, and I don’t think 
we'll be faced with anything silly like 
that. It has driven Harry Blundred’s

organisation downwards, until it made a 
substantial loss and had a reliability 
problem,” Mr Ballinger claimed. 

“Mr Blundred should have chosen to 
operate the business he’s good at, and 
stuck with it. Instead, what was a well- 
presented fleet is now beginning to look 
tired and grotty. 

“J am particularly pleased to hear that 
one of our ex-Gateshead manager, Alex 
Carter, is coming from United Counties 
to run Thames Transit. The staff there 
should have a settled future with clear 
leadership.” 
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Law firm’s giant 
Step for buskine 


MANCHESTER law firm 
Horwich Farrelly has created 
a legal precedent at a hearing 
in Manchester County 
Court, establishing two feet 
as the acceptable step-to-kerb 
distance for bus boarding. 
Partner at the firm David 
Kew was defending his client, 
Greater Manchester Buses 
North Limited, against an 
action brought by a Salford 
woman who claimed negli- 
gence after injuring herself. 
The woman claimed the 
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bus floor was wet due to 
spillage and the driver had 
parked some 18 inches from 
the kerb. Meteorological 
reports confirmed there had 
been widespread rainfall 
before the incident and the 
judge set a precedent stating a 
distance of up to two feet 
from the kerb is an accept- 
able one across which a pas- 
senger might reasonably 
alight. This being the case, 
the plaintiff’s second claim 
was also quashed. 


Training company 
Government to end 


A STRONG feeling of deep- 
ening crisis has prompted a 
top coach and bus driver 
training firm to call for the 
Government to reverse the 
decision which insists a the- 
ory test must be passed 
before practical sessions 
behind the wheel can begin. 

Graham Oliver of Thames 
Valley Training is predicting a 
major problem, particularly 
among London operators, 
where he says there is a mas- 
sive shortage of drivers. 

Although he predicted the 
difficulties as long ago as last 
November, there has been no 
response to his pleas for 
understanding from the Dri- 
ving Standards Agency. 

The coach and bus indus- 
try often recruits from the 
ranks of the unemployed and 
the growing crisis arises from 
the combined effects of PCV 
training fees and the ever- 
lengthening period required 
to complete the course. 

Before training can com- 
mence, the potential PCV dri- 
ver must obtain a provisional 
licence which in turn requires 
a medical. Costs so far 
incurred are £21 and around 
£55 respectively over a period 
of possibly 14 days. 


However, as from 1 July 
the recently introduced the- 
ory test has to be taken before 
the practical test. Conse- 
quently another 14 days is 
added to the protracted pre- 
training period before the 
theory test is taken. Then 
another 10-day wait before 
the result. 

As the economy picks up, 
the lure of other jobs is forc- 
ing the potential recruit to 
abandon the training course 
before it has actually started. 

“Tt’s going to put trainers 
out of business,” claimed Mr 
Oliver. “We simply can’t 
recruit for the smaller opera- 
tors.” And there’s a further 
devastating threat to the via- 
bility of PCV training. The 
DSA is expected to introduce 
a compulsory two-week gap 
between failing a test and a 
retake. It appears the DSA 
has introduced these changes 
without the coach and bus 
industry making its voice 
heard, according to Mr 
Oliver. 

The proposal for a ‘fast 
track’ theory test system is 
not the answer, says Mr 
Oliver. “They only propose 
to have one centre for the 
Metropolitan area which I

STAGECOACH shares rose 
dramatically in the run-up to 
annual results which showed 
a massive 148 per cent 
increase in profits on 
turnover up 130 per cent. 
Acquisitions including UK 
rail companies and Swebus 
pushed sales in 1996/97 to 
£1.15 billion, on which 
Stagecoach made £148 mil- 
lion operating profit before 
tax - almost a 13 per cent 
margin. In 1995/96, it

In the last three years, 
Stagecoach estimates its fuel 
costs, in real terms, have dou- 
bled, the latest tax changes 
adding £4.2 million to the 
bill.

The company says it has 
increased bus passenger vol- 
umes by 1.7 per cent against 
a background of decline. 

In Sweden, relaunching 
Swebus’ inter-urban express 
services has more than dou- 
bled passenger traffic. This 
helped contribute to turnover 
of £224.2 million and profit 
of £413.9 million in the over- 
seas bus division. New 
Zealand operations had a 4 
per cent increase in turnover 

The group’s figures were 


also boosted by the first full 
year for South West Trains, 
which absorbed a £900,000 
fine for failing to meet tar- 
gets. And Porterbrook has 
great promise, says Stage- 
coach chairman Brian Souter. 
“Owning trains seemed 
sensible and natural for a 
transport operator which 
already owns its bus fleet. 
This acquisition has the best 
quality of earning we have 
ever added to our group, giv- 
ing secure income for up to 
25 years from its existing 
portfolio of rolling stock.”

Kinnock launches partnership 


TRANSPORT commissioner Neil Kinnock 
has officially launched a three-way quality 
partnership between City of Edinburgh, Loth- 
ian Region Transport and FirstBus subsidiary 
Lowland.The agreement promises mutual 
development of bus services in the city, with 
joint projects to improve bus priority and 


introduce better bus information. It begins 
with the city’s Greenways priority project and 
CERT - an express busway. 

The local authority is to improve kerbs, bus 
stations and infrastructure, with pledges from 
operators to invest in buses and ticketing 
arrangements. 


Airport workers offered £300 pa travel card 


HEATHROW’S 56,000 workers are being 
offered a £300-a-year travel card which gives 
access to services run by nine operators. 

The Heathrow Travelcard, set up by BAA, 
is aimed at dramatically reducing car use by 
staff, carrying them by coach and bus from as 
far afield as Norwich for the flat £300-a-year, 
or £30-a-month fares. Among services accept- 
ing the tickets are Beeline, Cambridge Coach 
Services, Jetlink, Woking Railair and Airbus. 

Launching the services, EC transport com- 


missioner Neil Kinnock praised BAA for its 
efforts: “The Heathrow Travelcard is an out- 
standing example of what can be achieved 
with the positive influence of responsible pri- 
vate sector companies,” he said. 

“BAA Heathrow is determined to play an 
active role in the provision of workable public 
transport alternatives which are reliable and 
attractive enough to encourage passengers and 
staff to leave their cars at home,” said Mike 
Roberts, BAA Heathrow md.

Dawson Williams found guilty of conspiracy to corrupt 


British Bus chairman bribed 
i bank manager with £1m 


DAWSON Williams, former 
chairman of the British Bus 
group, has been found guilty 
of bribing a bank manager 
with £1million after the 
company got into financial 
difficulties. 

Mr Williams, of Ring- 
wood, Hampshire, and Ian 
Harvey, of Little Hadham, 
Hertfordshire, an executive 
of the First National Bank, 
of Boston, who was in 
charge of the British Bus 
account, were each found 
guilty by a jury at the Old 
Bailey of conspiracy to cor- 
rupt between January 1992 
and August 1994. 

The jury was told that 
British Bus’s auditors, Rob- 
son Rhodes, had requested 
proof that the company 
could afford its debts before 
the 1992-1993 accounts 
were signed off. British Bus 
had been unable to raise 
money by selling town cen- 
tre bus stations because of

the early 1990s property 
slump. Mr Harvey wrote 
letters pledging the bank’s 
“open-ended” support with- 
out informing his head 
office. British Bus eventually 
traded out of its difficulties 
and the bank made a profit 
on its shares. 

For that, Mr Harvey was 
given £600,000, which was 
paid after Mr Williams 
received £9.4 million when 
two venture capitalists 
bought into British Bus in 
mid-1994 (British Bus has 
since been taken over by the 
Cowie group). The remain- 
der of the money was left 
offshore as part of a tax 
scheme and Mr Harvey 
spent £400,000 of it on a 
house at Little Hadham. 

The matter came to light

Detectives taped murder plot details’ 


A COURT has heard that 
undercover detectives taped 
details of a murder plot by 
coach-operating brothers 
Dean and Leigh Robbins, of 
Benwick, Cambridgeshire. 
The two, whose family 
firm is Enterprise Coaches of 
Chatteris, were charged with 
conspiracy to murder, after 
officers posing as hitmen set 
up a meeting to arrange a 


£14,000 contract killing of 
Dean Robbins’ ex-girlfriend 
Jennifer Dyer and her new 
boyfriend Eddie Osborne, 
police said. 

They collected a £2,000 
deposit at a toilet at Birch- 
hanger Services on the M11, 
and made arrests after Dean 
Robbins took a call confirm- 
ing the killing. 

Dean Robbins told the 


court he could not remem- 
ber the meeting with the 
undercover detectives, and 
said he was being black- 
mailed into arranging the 
contract by two people 
called Chris and Doug. He 
said he had no intention of 
harming Miss Dyer, and was 
acutely depressed. The 
Northampton Crown Court 
trial continues.

ARSON is the suspected 
cause of a fire which 
destroyed half the four- 
minibus fleet of schools 
operator Jim’s Transfleet of 
Wolverhampton.

A FINANCIAL report says 
more than half the passen- 
ger transport industry is in 
the danger zone, despite ris- 
ing turnover. 

Plimsoll Portfolio Ana- 
lysis says two thirds of the 
2,128 company accounts 
examined needed financial 
restructuring if they were to 
avoid worsening difficulties 
and potential liquidation. 
Larger companies managed 
a turnover increase of 6.4 
per cent in a year, but those 
with turnover below £1 mil- 
lion managed just a 3.5 per 
cent increase. A similar pat- 
tern was reflected in mar- 
gins, with the average large 
firm taking 5.6 per cent but 
small ones only 2.4 per cent.

Help in nailing £16m-worth of narcotics at Dover 


Couch drivers praised by 
Customs over drug busts 


CUSTOMS & EXCISE has praised 
coach drivers for their help in nailing 
an incredible £16 million-worth of 
drugs at Dover. A Customs spokes- 
man said the improving relationship 
between drivers and officers at the 
Kent sea port has helped land £1.2 
million cocaine, £11.75 million hero- 
in, and 156,000 tablets of ecstasy. 

“The fact is coach drivers have a 
good sense of suspicion when things 
aren’t quite right,” said the spo- 
kesman. They see the signs much ear- 
lier than we do. Tip-offs from coach 
drivers, when they are somehow un- 
happy with the behaviour of passen- 
gers, has led to convictions, and we 
applaud the industry for its help. 

“We are talking about a relatively 
small proportion of the travelling 
public and, if we are to produce the 
best return from our effort, we need 
this help.”

The situation is a reversal of that 
five years ago, when trade barriers 
were relaxed and several actions by 
Customs & Excise led to an uneasy 
relationship with the industry. 

Since then, customs officers have 
visited coachbuilders to examine the 
vehicles during manufacture, working 
out possible places where drugs, con- 
traband and even illegal immigrants 
can be stowed away. 

“There are so many spaces within 
a coach body. We even caught 24 il- 
legal immigrants tucked into the 
bodywork of two coaches,” he said. 

In an incident last week, two dri- 
vers and a courier were charged with 
revenue offences after allegedly trying 
to smuggle spirits and tobacco, but 
Customs & Excise says its main effort 
is concentrated on stemming con- 


trolled drugs. “We have spent a lot of 
time cultivating our relationship with 
the industry and with drivers. We 
went to the Brighton Coach Rally this 
year and, as a result, have been invit- 
ed to Coach and Bus 97 at the NEC. 

“Everything has fallen nicely into 
place, and we are indebted to the in- 
dustry for its co-operation. The Con- 
federation of Passenger Transport, for 
example, is a member of the Anti 
Drugs Alliance. 

“We urge the industry to carry on 
this good work. We are happy to give 
presentations to groups of drivers 
who regularly cross the Channel, or 
visit coach operators’ associations to 
spread the word.”

THE News of the World this week de- 
picted the coach industry as “may- 
hem”, claiming that a “toll of disas- 
ter” had been caused by drivers falling 
asleep. But of 15 crashes detailed by 
the Sunday newspaper, driver fatigue 
was implicated in only two, and pres- 
sure group BUSK claims it was exten- 
sively misquoted by journalist Paul 
McMullan. 

“Countless deaths, many involving 
helpless coach passengers, are blamed 
on tired drivers nodding off at the 
wheel,” claimed the article. To sup- 
port its promotion of a Renault sleep 
detector, it reeled off a list of 15 
“coach crashes”, admitting “not all” 
were sleep related. In fact, only two 
were suspected driver fatigue, and sev- 
eral accidents involved non-commer- 
cial minibuses. The list included the 
recent French Alps crash, for which in- 
vestigations are not yet complete. 

The Confederation of Passenger 
Transport said the story was “disgust- 
ing” and accused both the News of the 
World and BUSK of shroud-waving: 
“Everyone is, of course, concerned 
about driver fatigue, but it is absolute- 
ly disgusting that the News of the 
World and BUSK are using false sta- 
tistics merely to get publicity,” said 
David Watson, CPT’s director of pub- 
lic affairs. 

BUSK national co-ordinator Pat 


Harris is quoted as saying her son was 
involved in a driver fatigue “smash”, 
and that fatigue turns coaches into 
“speeding missiles.” But Mrs Harris 
admitted her son had never been in- 
volved in a coach collision, said she 
had spoken to reporter Paul McMul- 
lan for only a few minutes, and had | 
never mentioned her son’s accident, or 
suggested that driver fatigue is rife. 

Operator Alan Phillips, of Phillips 
Tours of Bewdley, was incensed. He 
said he was particularly upset by the 
newspaper’s inclusion of the M40 
school minibus crash. 

“T live close to Hagley, where the | 
school is, and I am a qualified | 
teacher,” said Mr Phillips. “This crash 
hit the community very badly.”

Port of call: coach business through Dover is booming as groups take advantage of favourable exchange rates 


Rallying call sparks a London ‘invasion’ 


ALL roads led to London this month 
when more than 900 coaches were used 
to transport people from all over Britain 
to the Countryside Rally, in Hyde Park. 

It was one of the largest coach move- 
ments seen in the capital and needed 
military-style organisation from the 
British Field Sports Society (BFSS) and 
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the police. Sergeant Ian Fray, from the

coaches booked.” Late bookings for 
coaches were told to go to Earls Court. 

Drivers reported traffic-free routes, 
due in part to the BFSS alerting radio 


stations to potential hold-ups. 

Operators used the rally as an oppor- 
tunity to promote coach travel to poten- 
tial new customers and many reported 
positive responses. They should have 
more business opportunities to come 
because the BFSS is considering staging 
similar events.

Service bans for five bus ops 


FIVE BUS SERVICE 
operators in the Pais- 
ley area were banned 
from operating some 
or all their registered 
services for varyin: 
TEU esiods by scottish 
traffic commissioner Michael Betts at 
a Paisley disciplinary inquiry because 
of breaches of a Traffic Regulation 
Condition in Paisley town centre. 
The licence of a sixth operator, who 
also had maintenance problems, was 
revoked, a seventh operator escaped 
with a warning and no action was 
taken against an eighth. 
The operators concerned were:

Evidence was given that a monitor- 
ing exercise carried out by Traffic 
Area staff during March, April and 
May showed operation in contraven- 
tion of the TRC, which restricted 
waiting time to that required to pick 
up and set down passengers, the 
major problem being in the Central 
Road area. Video evidence provided 
by closed-circuit television cameras in 
Paisley Town Centre also revealed 
several breaches of the TRC. 

Mr McLaughlin conceded there 
were 32 instances of the TRC being 
breached on the Liannes Coaches ser- 
vice between Central Road and Ren-

frew Ferry, including all three buses 
on the service being stopped in Cen- 
tral Road at the same time on 1 May 
for 25, 20 and 18 minutes respectively 
and three instances on 2 May of two 
buses being there together. 

Mr McLaughlin said he had con- 
stant problems with drivers and 
admitted the service had not been run- 
ning to timetable. He said he could 
not supervise the service when he had 
buses away for MoT test and his 
transport manager, his wife, ran the 
accounts side and played no part in 
monitoring operations. He had now 
instructed one man to keep the buses 
well apart. 

While not denying 20 breaches of 
the TRC by Bridge Coaches, Mr 
McGibbons said he was a responsible 
operator who was being consulted by 
the PTE in terms of quality partner- 
ships. Warning letters had been sent 
to drivers and he monitored his dri- 
vers on occasions. 

However, as some of the alleged 
breaches were as long ago as March, 
he could not expect drivers to remem- 
ber whether they had been delayed, 
nor could he identify the drivers. He 
should have been told who they were 
and someone should have monitored 
the services and told him the results 
ona daily basis. He thought the TRC 
was ill thought out and no consider- 
ation had been given to the operators. 

He thought it reasonable for a dri- 
ver to wait for an expected passenger. 
He agreed he had not commented on 
the proposal to impose the TRC. 

Richard Plant, operations director 
of Coastline, said it had six registered 
services, one of which used Central 
Road. When the final warning letter 
was received all the company’s drivers 
were given a copy and warned. The 
company began its own monitoring 


and employed two driver/regulators 
who also supervised services. 

They had found 10 transgressions 
themselves. Following the receipt of 
the call-up letter, the culprits had been 
identified. None had offered a satis- 
factory explanation and they were all 
now ona warning. A ticket inspector 
had been taken on and the directors 
were also making checks. 

The company had expanded and 
taken on new staff, said Mr Plant. 
However, the services had now been 
deregistered and the operator’s licence 
was to be surrendered as the company 
had now been taken over by the 
Cowie Group. The same applied to 
Ashton Coach Hire for the same rea- 
sons. Coastline accepted liability for 
the transgressions alleged against Ash- 
ton Coach Hire, as it had hired some 
vehicles from the company. 

Mr Gibson admitted there had 
been 22 transgressions on his service 
between Central Road and Renfrew 
Ferry. He accepted all three buses on 
the service were on the Central Road 
stop at the same time for 27, 23 and 
46 minutes respectively, and there 
were four other instances of two buses 
being there at the same time. 

He said he had only had a licence 
since June 1996. He had issued warn- 
ings to drivers and put up a notice. 
The driver who had been stopped for 
46 minutes had been sacked. He only 
had a part-time transport manager, 
who checked the buses in the morn- 
ing, as he could not afford monitors. 
He drove in the morning and at night, 
so he kept an eye on things then, but 
had administrative responsibilities in 
the afternoon. Mr Gibson was 
unable to explain why buses, which 
should have been evenly spaced 10 
minutes apart, should so often have 
overlapped at Central Road. He

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agreed he was also a director of Gib- 
son Direct Service Ltd, which had 
been granted a licence in March. The 
company had now applied to vary the 
identical service started in May to a 
five-minute frequency and the regis- 
tration of his own service was to be 
cancelled. 

Mrs McKendrick’s husband Rob- 
ert said they operated two registered 
services, one of which operated on a 
15-minute frequency between Central 
Road and Renfrew Ferry. He acc- 
epted there had been 15 transgres- 
sions observed, the longest wait being 
18 minutes, and drivers warned.

Since that was where 
the majority of the fares would be 
picked up, drivers spent as long as 
possible there hugging the stop. The 
present public inquiry had been long 
needed. The congestion had to be 
sorted out, with something having to 
be done about the number of buses.

Mr McKendrick did not want to 
cut his service.’ He agreed an 
unscrupulous operator might encour- 
age his drivers to wait longer at Cen- 
tral Road to get more passengers, sug- 
gesting drivers might even get paid a 
bonus. 

Mr Burns acknowledged there had 
been 19 occasions when his vehicles 
had breached the TRC on his service 
between Gilmour Street, Paisley, and 
Neilston. For Mr Burns, Roderick 
McKenzie said it was a small business 
running seven buses and Mr Burns 
could not afford to employ a monitor. 

Mr McKenzie expressed concern 
about random monitoring, which he 
said could seem to discriminate 
against certain operators. 

Mr Betts said it might be that some 
operators out there were chuckling at 
the discomfort of their colleagues, but 
random checking was the nature of 
enforcement. A number of operators 
had suggested that someone should 
do the monitoring for them. 

He could not accept the argument 
that operators could not afford to 
employ people to check on the run- 
ning of their buses. If they could not 
perform their responsibilities properly, 
he questioned whether they should be 


in the business at all. 

Had all the operators had their 
own monitoring system, instead of 
just one or two, they could either have 
avoided the present proceedings or at 
least been able to identify the culprit 
drivers. It was the responsibility of 
operators to run to time and to 
require drivers to obey the rules. 

Nearly everyone blamed conges- 
tion but then helped to cause it by 
allowing buses to sit on the stop for 
often considerably longer than the 
minimum time, said Mr Betts. Con- 
gestion was often assumed to exist 
whereas the video tapes showed many 
transgressions when there was no 
congestion. There had also been a 
scant regard of timetables. 

Banning Mr McLaughlin from run- 
ning local services of any description 
for three months, Mr Betts said 
there had been an appalling history of 
failures. Since the TRC was imposed 
Mr McLaughlin had been sent four 
warning letters covering 21 transgres- 
sions on eight separate days and he 
was now found to have committed a 
further 11 contraventions on five 
more days, and all that with only four 
buses to control on one service. 

Banning Bridge Coaches from 
operating any local service covered by 
the TRC for three months, Mr Betts 
said Mr McGibbons had been ready 
to blame absolutely everybody else 
but his own management. Despite 
having a licence for 16 vehicles there 
was no effective monitoring of the 
firm’s operations, despite three warn- 
ing letters, notifying 10 contraven- 
tions in six days, which should have 
alerted the partners.

Now there were a further 10 con- 
traventions in five days, showing a 
total lack of effective action and a 
marginal worsening of the situation. 
He had not been given the slightest 
indication the partners intended doing 
anything to improve things. 

As far as Coastline Express was 
concerned, said Mr Betts, though the 
company had its own monitoring sys- 
tem and had been able to identify who 
had erred, the recent 11 contraven- 
tions in five days remained unaccept- 
able. He banned the company from 
providing registered services of any 
description except with his prior 
agreement from 15 July, the day after 
the cancellation of its registrations

came into effect. 

He took no action against Ashton 
Coach Hire. 

Mr Gibson was a newcomer to the 
industry, said Mr Betts. Clearly he 
had taken little notice of the warning 
letters, as the recent 18 contraventions 
over seven days was the worst of the 
operators monitored yet only three 
vehicles authorised. 

Though Mr Gibson had said he 
kept an eye on things in the mornings, 


any local service covered by the Traffic Regulation Condition for three months 


he obviously had not done terribly 
well since 12 of the contraventions 
occurred before 1300 hrs. In view of 
Mr Gibson’s appalling start, and with 
the knowledge of the limited com- 
pany’s licence, he was prohibiting him 
from providing any local service of 
any description for six months. 

Mr Betts said he acknowledged 
the number of contraventions by Ross 
Coaches was towards the bottom end 
of those found. However, in relation 
to the number of vehicles used on 
one service, there had been no real 
improvement despite the warnings 
and Ross Coaches, too, must learn a 
painful lesson. He banned the firm 
from running a service between Pais- 
ley and Renfrew Ferry for four weeks. 

Issuing Mr Burns with a final warn- 
ing, Mr Betts said that, though his 
record was not perfect, it was the one 
instance where there seemed to have 
been a significant improvement fol- 
lowing the warning letters. He had 
also made an unsuccessful attempt to 
persuade other operators to con- 
tribute towards a monitor. 

Revoking the licence of Govan 
Minibus, and disqualifying the part- 
ners from holding a licence for two 
years, Mr Betts said the firm had a 
warning letter covering five contra- 
ventions on five days and there were 
now two more on two days. 

The firm had appeared at a previ- 
ous public inquiry in September 1996, 
when it was given a final warning 
about its maintenance standards. 
Since then there had been one imme- 
diate and five delayed prohibition 
notices and four variation notices 
issued to their vehicles. 


Among the defects listed on the 
immediate prohibition, which had 
been endorsed ‘S’, were a seized emer- 
gency door, two tyres below the legal 
limit and a missing fuel filler cap. Mr 
Betts said the videos showed many 
examples of buses mounting kerbs 
and obstruction caused by double 
parking. Quite often the latter was 
because the driver just wanted a chat 
with his chum in the next bus. 

There were also a number of buses 
driven with the passenger door left 
open with passengers on board, 
which was illegal and dangerous. He 
was also appalled at the tatty looking 
quality of many of the buses, which 
did nothing for the reputation of their

owner, the morale of their driver, or 
the interests of the passenger. 

Finally, said Mr Betts, the people of 
Paisley and its surrounds had the right 
to decent, safe and reliable buses and 
he would continue to play his part in 
trying to achieve that. Monitoring 
would continue, including the use of 
closed-circuit television and, if opera- 
tors in the area stupidly flouted the 
TRC again, he was most seriously 
likely to revoke licences.

... not play about with arguably ineffective measures to limit their effect 


LTHOUGH I HAVE the normal 
concerns about the dentist’s chair 
and hospital surgery, I am other- 
wise of robust disposition and it is 
so rare for anything to frighten me 
that I can’t remember when it last 
happened — with one exception. That exception 
so terrorised me that, years later, it still induces the 
occasional nightmare. What was it that reduced 
this man of steel to a quivering mass of jelly? I 
drove over the Alps from France to Switzerland. 

There is nothing on Earth that would induce me 
to ever again risk my life on those torturous nar- 
row and twisty roads, where all too frequently the 
visibility downwards is many times that of the road 
ahead, with no such thing as a crash barrier and 
the road edge a matter of inches from certain 
doom. Much to the annoyance of those following 
me, I decided that the safe speed on these mountain 
roads was no more than 15 mile per hour. 

That much was in my own hands, and I could 
put up with the horn blowing and irate gestures 
when passing places allowed me to pull over for 
the intrepid followers to overtake. What was 
beyond my control was the maniac drivers coming 
in the other direction at terrifying speeds and, as 


| 
often as not, hoving into sight from around a bend 
perhaps 15 yards away. Should I keep my position 


on the road and hope that they could squeeze past, 
or follow the reflex action and move over and let 


my wheels brush with eternity? 

Even writing about it now makes me shudder. I 
can only presume that all those media types who 
presumed to offer opinions on seatbelts and driver 
fatigue in commenting about the coach accident in 
which Bolton youngsters were killed have never, 
themselves, driven on 12-feet wide roads in the 
French Alps. As a result of this accident Pat Har- 
ris (BUSK) is said to be taking her ill-conceived 
seat-belt campaign into Europe. 

I fervently wish that do-gooding media people 
and campaigners would stop grinding on about 
how the law in the rest of Europe is not as strict as 
ours and, instead, recognise the fact that the roads 
over there are very, very different to ours. Tinker- 
ing with the law will not change that, far less make 
dangerous roads become safe. 

There is nothing, but nothing, in this country 
that remotely compares with the inherent dangers 
of some much-trafficked Alpine roads. Just as sig- 
nificantly, the lane width on UK motorways is also 
noticeably wider than on the Continent. It would 
be far better if campaigners focused their minds 
and activities on what causes accidents instead of 
playing about with, arguably ineffective, measures 
to limit their effect. 


Upwards and onwards to better things 


READERS FREQUENTLY WRITE to me agree- 
ing with my oft-voiced sentiments: that the getting 
of realistic prices is possible, but they seek my 
advice on how to persuade others in their neigh- 
bourhood that it is possible to earn approaching 
£400 for a 200-mile private hire — and more like 
£700 for the same journey if packaged as an excur- 
sion. In this particular example, a competitor was 
known to be charging £235 (equating to about 
£4.50 per passenger) for the same journey and say- 
ing it was “easy money.” To send a parcel, weigh- 
ing about one tenth of a passenger’s weight, on a 
one-way journey and with delivery at best the next 
day, can cost three times as much as one of his pas- 
sengers would pay for a same-day return trip. 

That is symptomatic of the attitude problem 
confronting the coach industry: the desire to take 
‘easy-money’ work rather than do just a little bit of 
marketing and selling to get a very much larger 
return. It is surely worth making some effort to get 
prices 40 per cent higher than the idiotic ‘easy- 
money’ option. 

My comment to those who are securing the 
right price and feel bemused or hampered by the 
antics of the cut-price end of the industry (who, 
incidentally, are not always operating decrepit old 
coaches) is to use every opportunity to tell them 
that good prices are obtainable. This always was 
so, but never more than at present. This has been

a magnificent year, so far, to get decent rates. 
Could it be that those operators who are getting 
the right price are so busy doing so that they do not 
have time to attend those breeding grounds of 
doom and gloom discussions that lead towards 
price cutting: meetings of operators? Perhaps it is 
time for those who can get realistic rates to make 
the effort to attend every possible meeting, semi- 
nar, and educational and to there take the initiative 
in conversations about rates and prices. Reveal to

the doubting down-pricers the rates that are being 
paid, make them so green with envy that they 
determine to change their ways. 

The price-cutters, who do themselves and the 
industry no good, are where they are through a 
combination of ignorance and being led, wrongly, 
to believe that easy money is good money. The 
only way they can be changed is by correcting their 
ideas and leading them in another direction — 
upwards and onwards to better things. If they 


have been led in one direction, they are capable of 
being led in another. It is only a matter of getting 
leaders who they know and respect and in whom 
they have confidence to talk to them. 

Why bother to waste time helping the inept 
enhance profits? What is the point of trying to per- 
suade some operators that doing three jobs at a 
sensible and obtainable price will give a better 
return than doing five at their rates? Because low 
prices are a cancer eating the life out of this indus- 
try. They reduce the ability to invest, to train, to 
recruit good quality staff with attractive rates of 
pay and to do a first-class job. Low prices induce 
low expectations from passengers and give the 
coach business a cheap and cheerful image which 
narrows the spectrum of our customer range. 

Above all else, those obsessed with the belief that 
‘easy-money’ low prices are the only way to attract 
work must be made to recognise that good prices 
really are obtainable. So many operators do not. 
accept this as even a remote possibility — far less 
an absolute fact. They think they are in a fiercely 
combative price battle for every hire. In practice 
customers may not even get a single alternative 
price, let alone about five or six. 

Some operators have, on re-tendering, obtained 
very significant contract price increases, too. Why 
wait to switch from the philosophy of taking easy 
money to that of making big money?

Jonckheere, which supplied 
the UK with less than 40 
vehicles between 1970 and 
1980, rockets to the top of 
the British imported coach 
league.

Road tests of something 
completely different... 


WHO said coach and bus road testers 
had it easy? Hours behind the wheel of 
unbodied chassis battling against the 
elements while taking measurements of 
braking, acceleration and torque in the 
wilds of some inhospitable countryside 
make this a job for the hardy — and 
don’t let anyone tell you otherwise. 

If you need proof look no further 
than a book from the Ian Allan stable 
edited by Peter Waller. 

The title gives the game away — 
Classic Bus Tests. Not the classic CBW 
road tests with Mike Morgan at the 
wheel of the PSV industry’s latest tech- 
nology, but tests of classic buses from a 
bygone era. 

The first published road test of a PSV 
in a UK trade journal was on 20 August 
1932. The newspaper in question was 
Modern Transport and the debut vehi- 
cle was one of Burnley, Colne and 
Nelson Joint Transport’s petrol-engined 
AEC Regents with 51-seat Roe body. 
Top speed was 37.2 mph and average 
fuel consumption was measured at 0.6 
pints per bhp/hr. We do not discover 
how that converts to mpg but we are 
treated to a detailed account of how the 
bus performed over a tortuous circuit of 
the Peak District. 

This pioneer test led to Modern 
Transport — and_ subsequently 
Passenger Transport — covering some 
amazing vehicle types through to the 
1950s. In addition to the Regent, the 


selection reprinted in Mr Waller’s book 
include: AEC Q, Bristol JOSG, Dennis 
Lancet, AEC Regal, Foden single deck, 
Daimler CVD6 single deck, Bristol 
K6B, Daimler CD650, BMMO $9, 
Leyland Comet, AEC Regent II, 
Morris Commercial, Guy Arab UF, 
AEC Regal IV, Dennis Lancet UF, AEC 
Reliance, Bedford SB bus, Rowe 
Hillmaster, Bedford/Duple Super Vega, 
Beadle Canterbury, Albion Aberdonian, 
Seddon Mk 18 rear-engined bus. Most 
of the later tests were written by John H 
Fielder. 

Some of the ideas praised turned into 
vehicles that today are almost forgotten 
while others which today are regarded 
as milestones in vehicle design were per- 
haps less than well received at the time. 

Nevertheless, these were classic vehi- 
cles and, although the selected test route 
was usually close to the manufacturer’s 
base, a high proportion were conduct- 
ed on an equally classic 45-mile route 
around Biggin Hill. The aim was to 
expose strengths and weaknesses over a 
very demanding — some would say 
extreme — hilly course. 

As the coach and bus industry’s only 
source of independent trade road tests, 
CBW has responded to the rather dif- 
ferent vehicles and operating conditions 
of the 1990s. 

Wherever possible our test is in-ser- 
vice — or over a route that replicates 
realistic operating conditions. An urban 


bus is tested in an urban environment 
and a coach has to use motorway and A 
roads to cover up to 10-times the 
mileage of these early tests. 
Nevertheless, we take our hats off to 
those early pioneers. Hill starts with a 
380 bhp engine coupled to a six-speed 
Allison automatic is one thing but a 
five-cylinder Gardner/five-speed crash 
box Bristol is something completely dif- 
ferent — not to mention the lack of air- 
suspension, power steering, plus accel- 
eration from 0-30 mph that takes three 
times as long. But if any reader is able 
to make one of these classic buses avail- 
able we might be persuaded to pick up 
the challenge?

Challenge this tax on fares’ 


EVERY YEAR it’s the same: Expectations before the 
Budget, disappointment afterwards that the fuel duty 
increase designed to discourage excessive car use is 
once again imposed on local bus services. Well, 
frankly, from experience I have to say that, without a 
much more dynamic media and public awareness 
campaign, the same story will be repeated every year. 
I accept senior bus company managers and represen- 
tative bodies have lobbied the Government or chal- 
lenged ministers at industry conferences, but it will 
take much more than that. As an environmental cam- 
paigner as well as an automotive industry consultant, 
I have some experience of large-scale environmental 
lobbying. Such campaigns as that against VAT on 
domestic fuel show that, without a co-ordinated effort 
and massive public support, the bus industry has no 
chance of reversing the policy of recent years. 

1) Get the passengers on your side. Not by putting up 
a notice in the bus apologising for having to put up 
fares because of the fuel price rises. Instead, make a 
big song-and-dance about how much lower their fares 
would be, or how your services would improve, if the 
fuel duty were removed. Hand out leaflets, and pre- 
printed postcards which passengers can sign and send 
in to their local MP and the Chancellor. 

2) Get the local authorities on your side and tell them 
how much easier their task would be if the fuel duty 
were removed. They now have to meet the require- 
ments of the Road Traffic Reduction Act and draw 
up plans for traffic reduction in their area. Fares 
increases which discourage bus use don’t help. Warn 
them the money they are spending on their share of 
quality partnership could be wasted if fares increases 
chase passengers away. 

3) Get the environmental and other lobby groups on 
your side. Make sure that Transport 2000, FOE, 
ETA, Greenpeace, CPRE, Help the Aged, etc, are 
given full briefings outlining the environmental and

Surely the 
inner wheel would also become 
detached? Iam no engineer but 


social impact of the fuel duty. And don’t forget many 
of these have active local campaign groups — find out 
who they are, go and see them, get them on your side 
writing letters and’ campaigning at their local events. 
4) Decide a simple message and be clear about the key 
issues. Work out the number of extra car journeys 
and the extra pollution, which it causes. Tell people 
how much their local bus services could be improved 
if fuel were not taxed. Co-ordinate the same message 
locally and nationally. Call it what it is - a TAX ON 
BUS FARES. 

5) Take legal advice. Isn’t it contrary to free trade and 
fair competition that coaches and buses pay fuel duty 
but planes, trains, and trams don’t? A threat of legal 
action against the Government, or an appeal to the 
European Court, is often good publicity even if you 
never get that far. Incidentally, why doesn’t the FDR 
apply to all coach and bus travel including tours and 
excursions? Do airline charter flights pay fuel duty? 
6) Decide what you can offer in exchange for the fuel 
tax break. For example, you could offer to switch to 
low-sulphur, low-emission diesel within, say, two 
years if the Chancellor would remove the duty from 
these fuels, even if retained on standard diesel. In that 
way, you would be offering a positive environmental 
benefit, and the Government would retain the tax if 
you failed to deliver. 

I’m sure there would be substantial public support 
— if only people knew the extent their fares are taxed. 
It is said that as few as a dozen letters is all that’s 
needed to make an MP sit up and take notice. With a 
co-ordinated campaign you could make it 100 or 
even 1,000. Go for it!

Wallace Arnold 
bought British 
until it chose 
its first Belgian 
bodies four 
years ago 


When WA went European 


ALLACE ARNOLD has been the 
talk of the industry this year. 
Following the Barr & Wallace 
Arnold Trust’s decision to sell its 
coach and leisure activities and con- 
centrate on motor dealerships, it 
looked like a business founded in 
1912 might go to arch-rival 
Shearings. But, like all the best stories, there was a 
surprise twist and a management buyout, led by 
founder’s grandson Robert Barr, trumped 
Shearings’ last reported offer of £34 million with a 
purchase price believed to top £40 million. 

So this Leeds-based fleet of 180 coaches — 
forming the second-largest pure coach operation in 
the country — lives on as the independent owner 
of vehicles known affectionately as ‘Wally’s 
Trolleys’. 

The business’s founder, also Robert Barr, was 23 
when he bought a Karrier truck in 1912, carrying 
goods in the week and passengers at weekends. 
The Wallace Arnold name wasn’t adopted until 
1926 when two rival charabanc operators in Leeds

— Wallace Cunningham and Arnold Crowe — 
were taken over for £800. The business continued 
growing, graduating rapidly from open charabancs 
to closed luxury coaches and capitalising on afflu- 
ent middle-class demand for extended coach holi- 
days. As early as 1933, Wallace Arnold was run- 
ning tours to Germany — its first Continental des- 
tination. 

It has a long history of innovation, taking 
advantage of such new coach technology as under- 
floor-engined coaches in 1951, 11-metre coaches 
in 1962 and 12-metre giants from 1971. 

As might be expected of a high-profile Yorkshire 
company, it long bought British. A solitary 
Mercedes in 1971 didn’t shake the company’s faith 


in Leyland, but a trial batch of six Volvo B58s 
seven years later led to Volvo winning an increas- 
ing share of chassis orders from 1979 and the 
Volvo B10M became the standard chassis from the 
early eighties. 

Wallace Arnold’s faith in British coachwork 
remained unbroken until Plaxton’s Paramount was 
replaced by the Premiére and Excalibur in 1991. It 
bought 60 early versions of the new bodies, on 
B10M chassis, in 1992, but suffered its share of the 
teething troubles experienced with the first season’s 
models. 

To give Plaxton a chance to redeem itself, only 
five Plaxtons were bought in 1993 and, for the first 
time, the company bought large numbers of 
Belgian bodies for its other B10Ms — 25 Van Hool 
Alizées and 20 Jonckheere Deauvilles. Another 15 
Alizées followed in 1994. 

This brought it in touch with operating experi- 
ence across Europe, for the Alizée is one of the part 
of the highly popular and timeless T8 range of 
bodies and integrals first introduced in 1980 and 
only now being superseded by a new range.

GETTING IT SORTED 


FOR THE MILLENNIUM 


Ticketing and coin handling 
technology must now match the new 
thinking dictating national transport 
policies into the next century. 


EW CHALLENGES are being 
faced by the suppliers of ticket 
machines and cash-handling 
equipment used by Britain’s bus 
industry. Technology must now 
match the new thinking dictat- 
ing national transport policies as far and 
beyond the millennium. In the mid-eight- 
ies, the industry was urged to compete and 
there was little official sympathy for any 
calls for integration — a dirty word to pol- 
icy makers who believed that the free mar- 
ket would provide the services the public 
would want to buy. Integration was 
already coming back into fashion before 
the Conservative government was voted 
out of office in May, as bus companies were actively 
encouraged to bid for rail franchises as British Rail 
was broken up and privatised. 

With Labour back in office, integration is even 
more in vogue and public transport providers are 
expected to work more closely together to develop 
the sorts of high quality, seamless connecting ser- 
vices that might just persuade motorists — com- 
muters especially — to hang up their keys and leave 
their cars at home. 

Through ticketing is a vital part of this approach. 


Alan Millar reports 


Motorists — like most of us reading the pages of this 
magazine — have become used to the convenience 
and lack of complication involved in making private 
journeys. They don’t want to have to pay separate 
fares to individual bus and rail operators if they turn 
to public transport. One transaction should be 
enough. 

Already, bus and rail operators and the ticketing 
industry are working together on exciting solutions 
to these new challenges. In a small way to begin 
with, through ticketing is being introduced across 


parts of south-east England this year 
and could become the model for 
more user-friendly developments in 
the not-so-distant future. 

While integration is driving the 
leading edge of ticketing technology, 
manufacturers are continuing to 
refine some of the more mundane 
functions performed by ticket 
machines — even those used by 
today’s relatively small surviving pop- 
ulation of bus and tram conductors. 
And it seems there may be a signifi- 
cant technological change happening 
in this field as thermal paper — 
although out-of-date on office fax 
machines — has some positive benefits to offer 
when used in ticket machines. 

At the other end of the fares collection process, 
coin-handling technology is beginning to come to 
terms with the possibility that there will be a single 
European currency one day. This year’s challenge 
for manufacturers and operators is preparing for the 
introduction of the new SOp and £2 coins; tomor- 
row’s will be preparing not only for the introduction 
of the Euro, but the likelihood that, if it does arrive, 
it will be used in parallel with local currencies. 


Preparing for integrated revolution 


Wayfarer 3 machines on buses can read and encode the magnetic strips on Travelcard tickets 
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ONE OF THE FIRST large-scale positive benefits of 
the bus industry’s involvement in rail operation will 
become apparent in the Autumn, ready for the peak 
pre-Christmas sales of Greater London Travelcards. 
Technology has been developed and is going into place 
so that Travelcard tickets issued in railway stations and 
on buses will be valid for through journeys from feeder 
bus right through to stations on the London Under- 
ground. Much of the impetus behind this development 
has come from the Go Ahead Group, whose develop- 
ment director, Keith Moffatt, is eager to harness the 
combined strengths of its bus and rail interests in the 
region, but other railway and bus operators are heav- 
ily involved, as are local authorities and systems sup- 
plier Wayfarer Transit Systems. 

David Medley, Wayfarer’s UK sales manager, says 
this project is one of the first opportunities the com- 
pany has had to demonstrate to its home market just 
what it has already achieved in Continental Europe. In 
Stockholm, for example, it was the main contractor 
responsible for a totally integrated ticketing system 
installed on the city’s light-rail line — installing vend- 
ing machines, barrier gates, ticket office machines, bar- 
rier gate machines and accounting and supervision 


software. “We’ve moved on a great deal since we 
introduced the Wayfarer 2 ticket machine in 1980,” 
he says. The English project will involve Go Ahead’s 
Oxford Bus, Wycombe Bus and Brighton & Hove 
fleets, Cowie’s The Shires in Luton and London & 
Country in Surrey and Blazefield’s Sovereign Bus, as 
well as most of the privatised rail franchises in the 
region. Wayfarer 3 ticket machines on the buses will 
be able to read and encode the magnetic strips on 
Travelcard tickets. National location codes (NLCs), 
similar to those which already identify the stations 
issuing Travelcards, are being allocated to the bus 
companies for the areas beyond the railway stations. 

Once the system is operating, Mr Medley says rev- 
enue will be able to be apportioned-automatically to 
the bus and rail companies without the present need 
to carry out on-bus surveys. In some places, travel 
demands are likely to lead to more rail tickets being 
sold on buses while London & Country in Horsham, 
for instance, believes that it will mainly be carrying 
passengers completing rail journeys on local buses. 
The heart of the new system will be a magnetic card 
validator attached to a standard Wayfarer 3 ticket 
machine. “The Wayfarer 3 is a very intelligent

beast,” says Mr Medley. “It’s got a powerful mem- 
ory and it’s designed to link up to 15 additional 
devices. The card validator is attached for issuing 
and printing of cards. Operators could fit contact or 
contactless smart card readers on to it.” 

In Southport, he says 120 buses with Wayfarer 3 
machines and card readers are processing 15,000 
Merseytravel stored value Swiftcard concessionary 
travel passes every day. At present, the cards are only 
being used to pay for bus travel, but there is scope for 
many other transactions to be made with smart 
cards. In the Netherlands, for instance, Wayfarer is 
involved with a project in which a public transport 
smart card can also be used to pay for goods from a 
major motoring organisation and to pay for phone 
calls. It can also be recharged by phone. 

A side effect of rail privatisation is that train-oper- 
ating companies have been exposed to the cheaper, 
but well-proven ticket issuing equipment used in the 
bus industry. Even the Wayfarer Clipper, the hand- 
held ticket machine developed to replace the Gibson 
machines on London’s Routemasters, is gaining a 
wider following.

Thermal printing 
boosts reliability 


| WHILE the cost and poor durability of thermal 
paper has seen it banished from most office fax 
machines and replaced by plain paper, the reverse 
may be happening with bus tickets. 

Almex says its move to thermal paper makes its 
ticket machines more reliable as there are far fewer 
moving parts than if ink bobbins and plain paper 
are used. Almex’s Ashley Bailey says: “Operators 
don’t want to suffer daytime failures, nor to 
expose themselves to this risk of fraud by a minor- 
ity of drivers if they have to issue emergency tick- 
ets, so thermal printing is a major step forward for 
us.” Pre-printed tickets are still the norm in most 
fleets, and their popularity has been enhanced by 
the availability of free promotional tickets like 
those with McDonald’s restaurant vouchers which 
are distributed by Image Promotions.

Watching the cash 


| AS WELL AS BEING cash rich, the bus industry 
is coins rich. Even with continuing inflation, most 
transactions are still in coins rather than bank 
notes, and the advent of the new £2 coin this year 
will help keep it that way. For ScanCoin, which 
supplies the cash-handling equipment used by 
many operators, there is a continuing challenge to 
meet the changes in coinage as they are intro- 
duced and to minimise the impact on operators. 
Steve Fitton, its UK national sales manager, 
says the £2 and new 50p coins can be accommo- 
dated on its equipment simply with a software 
update. Existing equipment, with computer inter- 
faces to ticket machines and on-bus cash vaults, 
can be retained. And the process of change won't 
halt, he says. “We are starting to look at how 
operators will cope if the Euro is introduced. The 
vast majority of our equipment could cope with 
the Euro alongside local currency, as passengers 
could well pay with both currencies.”

Counting banknotes 


DESPITE THE BIAS towards coins, banknotes 
are also presented on buses, especially on longer- 
distance routes and in Scotland where £1 notes 
remain in large-scale circulation. Appropriately, 
one of the suppliers of banknote counting 
machines is Scottish. Cashmaster International, 
based at Rosyth in Fife, has supplied 5,000 of its 
note and coin counting machines to the National 
Westminster Bank alone and is a supplier to the 
bus industry. The same machine, its 109 model, 
can count loose notes and coins and packaged 
coins, with 500 coins being counted in half a sec- 
ond or 100 notes in 3.2 seconds.

But Mr Bailey believes their day has arrived. “One 
advantage is that operators can print graphics, like 
the company’s logo, on to the tickets and they can 
put a four-line message at the foot of the ticket. 
That’s something they can use for commercial 
advertising — changing the message every day to 
achieve maximum impact.” 

He says the cost of thermal paper has fallen over 
the past eight years since Almex first launched its 
A90 machine. Then, it cost between 90p and £1 
for a roll of thermal paper; today, it’s 30p to 40p. 
Over the same period, he says the cost of printed 
paper rolls — assuming they don’t come with 
McDonald’s or other advertising on the back — 
has gone up. “And remember that ink bobbins 
have to be replaced every 30,000 to 40,000 tickets, 
so over the five to 10-year life of a machine, the 
cost of the two types of system will be identical.” 

While thermal faxes have gone out of fashion 
because they fade, Mr Bailey says this can be an 
advantage with bus tickets. “One of our cus- 
tomers only issues single tickets on the day of travel 
and deliberately uses the cheapest paper because 
the fading shows if someone is trying to travel with 
yesterday’s ticket.”

System keeps track of your

ONE POTENTIAL PROBLEM for multi-depot 
companies is keeping track of ticket machines. To

And now for a third set of rules 


AS EVERY coach and bus operator 
in the country is only too aware, this 
industry is already governed by two 
sets of rules which restrict the num- 
ber of hours worked by its drivers. 
However, there’s a third set looming 
on the horizon as the European 
Commission contemplates ways of 
including the transport sector within 
the controversial Working Time 
Directive. 

The EU Commission has been dis- 
cussing for some time the possibility 
of bringing in a regulation on work- 
ing time in the excluded sector 
(which includes transport). At pre- 
sent, driving time is governed by ei- 
ther EU Regulation 3820/85 or by 
Domestic rules on national work. 

The Directive, which had previ- 
ously been resisted by the British 
Government, lays down limits on the 
number of hours worked and in 
many ways is similar to the rules for 
drivers, either under the Domestic or 
EU Drivers’ Hours regs — but with 
different limits. Consequently the in- 
dustry is concerned at the prospect of 
having to juggle three sets of rules. 

An EU White Paper is expected 
shortly — though it had recently 
been postponed for a third time. 

In preparation for the White 
Paper, the European Union has host- 
ed a number of joint committee (em- 
ployers/trade union) working parties 
to find a way forward. 

The employers took the view that 
there would be problems if the gen- 
eral Working Time Directive was ap- 
plied to transport,.especially those 
not involved in driving. 

On the other hand they were 
against a separate Directive for mo- 
bile workers since these were already 
covered by the existing Regulation.

The trade unions took the view that 
all workers in transport should be 
covered by the new Regulation. 

Meanwhile, the Confederation of 
Passenger Transport is taking a cau- 
tious approach. 

A spokesman said: “Until we see 
the final proposals it is impossible to 
take a firm position. However, we 
take the view that any Regulation 
which requires workers to reduce 
their working time will have an ad- 
verse effect on the income of the 
workers and result in higher fares for 
passengers.” 

However, with or without the im- 
position of the Working Time 
Directive on the coach and bus in- 
dustry, there is much consternation 
about the current state of play. 

EU Drivers’ Hours rules as em- 
bodied in Regulation 3820/85 may 
have been framed with flexibility in 
mind but the day-to-day interpreta- 


tion as tested in the courts is making 
the lives of operators more difficult 
by the day. 

CBW has responded to the need 
for clear information with 
Marksman’s three ‘cut out or photo- 
copy’ guides to the rules (CBW, 31 
May, 14 June and 28 June). 

Marksman says there is a disturb- 
ing level of evidence that a great 
many drivers are not clear about 
what they can or cannot do. This 
places them and their employer at 
risk of prosecution with a conse- 
quential risk of action being taken 
against the O-licence. The EU rules 
are the main problem — particularly 
when compared with the relatively 
easy rules applicable to domestic 
work which are simple to under- 
stand and apply. 

Imagine then the situation when a 
third set of rules is superimposed on 
the current situation. 


On the recent fact-finding mission 
to Brussels (CBW, 12 July) CPT 
members expressed their dismay at 
the prospect. 

Former president, Ron Whittle, 
asked: “How do you apply three sets 
of regulations at once?” The answer 
from Koen De Vos of DG V, the rel- 
evant section of the European 
Commission, suggested that one set 
of rules would overrule the other, yet 
the ideal solution is to incorporate 
Working Time into the Driving Time 
Directive. 

With the Drivers Hours — re- 
spectfully known in EU shorthand as 
3820 — widely regarded as an ill- 
conceived set of rules, the threat of 
an alternative set of regs could be 
turned to the industry’s advantage. 

Yorkshire Traction managing di- 
rector, Frank Carter, said: “3820 is a 
problem so replacement by the 
Working Time Directive could be 
welcomed.” 

Key provisions of the Working 
Time Directive are consistently re- 
ported in the popular press. 
Headlines regularly focus on the 48- 
hour maximum working week. But 
other provisions include daily rest, 
breaks, weekly rest, annual leave of 
at least four weeks and tighter provi- 
sions for night workers. Mr De Vos 
points to flexibility in the wording of 
the Directive. 

At present, even if the UK signs up 
to the Directive, transport is exclud- 
ed from its scope. 

A change of Government to New 
Labour will mean a change of em- 
phasis but those who visited Brussels 
with the CPT delegation came away 
concerned more about the impor- 
tance of making 3820 workable than 
the threat of Working Time.
